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Carriage in 
train crash 
was lifted 
off tracks 

A TRAIN carriage was lifted 
up into the air before crash¬ 
ing back onto the tracks 
after colliding with a tractor 
and trailer which was cross¬ 
ing the line, a court heard. 

The Arriva Trains Wales 
service was taking 87 people 
and four staff between 
Birmingham and Aberyst¬ 
wyth when a tractor driven 
by Ifan Gwyn Evans crossed 
the track in front of it, 
Welshpool magistrates court 
was told. 

Extensive damage was 
caused to the front of the 
train at Buttington at 
11.45am on July 16. 

Evans, 28, from Penyf- 
fordd, Llanfihangel and co¬ 
accused John Elwyn 
Roberts, 74, of Oldford Rise, 
Welshpool, appeared before 
magistrates on Tuesday. 
They both denied a charge of 
endangering the safety of 
people on the railway. 

A number of farmers in 
tractors - including Evans - 
were using the crossing 
while Roberts manned the 
crossing, calling the signal 
room to ask for permission 
to cross, the court heard. 

Mrs Helen Tench, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “The carriage 
was lifted off the tracks and 
came crashing back on the 
rails before coming to a stop 
40 metres down the line. ” 

Magistrates said the case 
was too serious to be heard at 
the court and adjourned it to 
Mold Crown Court on 
December 6. Both men are 
on unconditional bail.

UPTURN HOPE AS 
MORE VISIT TOWN

MORE people are visiting Oswestry, sparking hopes of an upturn in 
the town’s economic fortunes. 

Last night the town council’s markets and car parks committee heard that 
more people were using the town’s car parks and they were also staying longer. 

The main Central car park has seen income rise by almost four per cent in the past six 
months while income from the Horsemarket car park has risen by more than 10 per cent - 
with no increase in charges. 

Over the past six months 330,205 pay and display tickets were issued for Central car 
park with more people staying for longer than in the same period last year. It meant a 3.9 
per cent increase in income for Oswestry Town Council, which runs the car parks. Last 

year 528,218 tickets were issued over the 
full 12 months. 

An even better increase was seen on the 
Horsemarket car park, where there was an 
increase of 10.5 per cent in income and 
74,439 tickets issued compared to 117,090 
in the full 12 months previously, at Smith- 
field Street there was a 1.54 per cent rise. 

One of Oswestry’s leading councillors 
says a full programme of events in the town 
is helping to draw in visitors. Cynthia 
Hawksley, chairman of the council’s mar¬ 
kets and car parks committee, said she was 
delighted with the figures. 

“Only yesterday I was shopping in 
Oswestry and things do seem to be on the 
up,” she said. 

Encourage 

“There were a lot of people in the town 
and, more importantly, they seemed to be 
buying. This can only be good news for 
shops, cafes and other businesses in the 
centre.” 

Councillor Hawksley said the town coun¬ 
cil had been working with other organisa¬ 
tions to encourage more visitors. 

“Each month there seems to be an event 
held in Oswestry that is attracting visitors 
to the town. The town council was involved 
with the incredibly successful food festival 
and the apple day and it has also put on 
events itself. 

“There is already a full programme lined 
up for 2014. 

“Next week we have Oswestry Christ¬ 
mas Live which always attracts thousands 
to the town centre. We want Oswestry to 
be a thriving centre where people come to 
shop, to work and to enjoy themselves. 

“Bringing more people into the town is 
good for the economy and we have deliber¬ 
ately held down our car parking charges to 
attract shoppers to Oswestry.” 

• Last night Oswestry Town Council 
received a request from the Oswestry 
Chamber of Commerce to bring in free car 
parking from 2pm daily between December 
16 and 24 and a request for free parking for 
Small Business Saturday on December 7. 


Free parking 
costs paid 
by cabinet 

FREE car parking will be introduced in 
towns in Powys in a bid to boost trade in the 
run-up to Christmas. 

Powys County Council said its main car 
parks in towns across the area would have 
free parking from Saturday until Christmas 
Eve between 10am and 6pm, after the coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet members agreed not to take 
their full salary entitlement, generating 
savings of £47,000. 

The move echoes various schemes by 
Shropshire Council and town councils 
across the border in the run up to the fes¬ 
tive period. 

Councillor Barry Thomas, Powys cabinet 
member for highways, said he hoped it 
would lead to more people doing their shop¬ 
ping locally. He said: “While there are signs 
of improvement in the economy, businesses 
throughout the county are still going 
through a very difficult time and we want 
to provide practical support for them and 
help stimulate economic activity. 

“Free parking for the whole of December 
was ruled out due to cost and because it 
would have allowed spaces intended for 
shoppers to be used by workers or residents 
and the intended benefit to shopkeepers 
would be reduced.” 

The council’s cabinet has again agreed 
the initiative would be paid for by using 
money saved when cabinet members gave 
up their special responsibility allowance.

A PETITION designed to save Mont- 
omery’s closure-threatened fire station has 
een officially launched. 

Campaigners say Montgomery Fire Sta¬ 
tion is “vital” to the area and warned lives 
will be lost if it is closed as part of cost-cut- 
ting measures by fire chiefs. 

The petition was launched by Councillor 
Mike Mills, town mayor and the town’s 
county councillor Stephen Hayes, outside 
the fire station on Sunday. 

It will now be placed in shops around the 
town and surrounding villages and Council¬ 
lor Mills hopes to present it to Mid & West 
Wales Fire and Rescue Service before it 
makes any final decisions. 

Councillor Mills said: “I have organised 


and printed the petition sheets and I have 
put some in Montgomery Post Office and in 
shops in the town and in Chirbury, Sarn, 
Kerry, Forden Llandyssil and Churchstoke 
in the hope they will support it. 

“From our initial research, it is apparent 
that since January 2013, Montgomery Fire 
Station answered over 179 emergency calls, 
87 of which were first responder related and 
92 of which were fire related. 

“The majority of those fire calls were sup¬ 
porting the emergency services from either 
Welshpool, Newtown or Shropshire.” 

Mid & West Wales Fire and Rescue Serv¬ 
ice said it has earmarked a number of sta¬ 
tions across its area which could face 
closure.

Man admits 
killing geese 
with shotgun 

A MAN who prompted armed police to 
descend on Trefonen as he wielded a shot¬ 
gun has admitted killing two geese and caus¬ 
ing people to fear for their safety. 

Paul Carruthers, 43, also caused damage 
to other property, near Oswestry, in May. 

At Shrewsbury Crown Court on Monday 
Judge Robin Onions put off sentence until 
January and ordered psychiatric reports. 

Carruthers pleaded guilty to being in pos¬ 
session of a shotgun on May 3 with the 
intention of causing Vincent Hunt, a Shrop¬ 
shire councillor, to fear he was in danger of 
unlawful violence. 

During the drama armed response offi¬ 
cers and the force helicopter were part of a 
large police team sent to a farm after a 
report was received that a man had dis¬ 
charged a shotgun several times in the open. 

Mr Hunt and his family were unhurt in 
the incident. 

Carruthers also admitted three charges of 
damaging or destroying property on May 2 
involving killing two geese belonging to Mr 
Hunt, damaging a garden shed and an orna¬ 
mental porcelain goose belonging to Peter 
Long, and damaging a garage, plant pots 
and a wooden gate belonging to John Baker. 

Carruthers, of Trefonen, who was told he 
faced prison or being made subject to a hos¬ 
pital order under the Mental Health Act, was 
remanded in custody. 

He had denied being in possession of a 
shotgun on May 3 causing Howard Long to 
fear he was in danger of unlawful violence. 
The prosecution said the charge would lie on 
file. 


and opening hours extended to six 
days a week. 

Under the new scheme, the market 
will only be open Mondays, Fridays 
and Saturday in January and Febru¬ 
ary, while tables and chairs will be 
placed outside to make it “look more 
friendly”. 

Town councillors were set to 
approve the changes at a meeting last 
night (Wednesday) while a further 
review is planned for autumn next 
year. 

Robert Robinson, town clerk, said: 
“Following a market traders meeting 
a review of the market took place 
with the traders views being put for¬ 
ward. 

“In 2007 the market had reduced 
to just a handful of stalls. The units 
were put in to take the market for¬ 
ward and it has worked for four or 
five years, with the cost of putting the 
units in recouped over the period. 

Unworkable 

“However, things have changed 
and maybe a different direction is 
needed to protect the market’s 
future. 

“Alternatives were considered 
including taking the market in full 
onto the street and providing another 
use in the market halls. This was con¬ 
sidered unworkable. 

“The market is currently going 
through a poor period with some 
units empty, as has been the case for 
a while. There is little likelihood of 
attracting an occupier soon. The level 
of income from the markets is under 
threat. There is a good chance of 
improving the market if action is 
taken early enough.” 

Mr Robinson said the currently 
vacant units and cafe do not make the 
market attractive for visitors and a 
wider variety of stalls is needed. 

He said: “The proposed way for¬ 
ward suggested is removing the two 
units as you enter the middle market 
from the front market at the left. 
This would open up the market.”

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Man is 
cleared 
of rape 
charge 

A MAN accused of raping a 
woman as she walked 
through Welshpool town 
centre has been cleared. 

Mathew Alan James, 27, 
of Ael y Bryn, Llandinam, 
was charged with rape fol¬ 
lowing the alleged attack in 
Welshpool during the early 
hours of July 21. 

He denied the charge at a 
hearing at Mold Crown 
Court in September and a 
trial was due to be held in 
March 2014. 

But he was cleared yester¬ 
day (Wednesday) when the 
prosecution offered no evi¬ 
dence against him. 

Mr Mark Connor, prose¬ 
cuting, said that the prose¬ 
cution took the view that 
there was no realistic 
prospect of a conviction. 

There was CCTV footage 
which partly showed ele¬ 
ments of what happened but 
it was not consistent with 
some significant aspects of 
the complainant’s account, 
Mr Connor said. 

Judge Niclas Parry said 
that for once a defendant 
could be grateful that there 
was CCTV 

He said: “I formally 
record a not guilty verdict. 

“You have been found not 
guilty and you leave this 
court with your good charac¬ 
ter intact.” 


Fire chiefs urge people 
to get chimneys swept 


FIRE chiefs in Shropshire and Mid Wales are 
urging people to get their chimneys swept 
before lighting their first fire of the winter. 

Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service bosses say it 
attended 182 chimney fires in the 12 months between April 
2012 and April 2013 - one every other day. In Mid Wales, 
crews have dealt with 24 chimney fires in Powys so far this 
year. 


Both fire services say by 
getting your chimney swept 
the chances of a fire break¬ 
ing out are cut drastically. 

Rabinder Dhami, of 
Shropshire Fire and Rescue 
Service, said damage ranges 
from smoke logging in living 
rooms similar to a “black 
spray gun attack” to flames 
destroying the house roof. 

Mr Dhami said: “The 
basic damage caused is as if 
someone has gone into your 
living room with a spray gun 
and sprayed it all black. All 
your furniture, photos and 
belongings are black and 
reek of smoke. 

“It is much worse when 
the fire escalates and dam¬ 
ages part of a room or even 
more tragic when it gets into 
the loft space and brings 
part of the roof down. 

“A chimney fire is not triv¬ 
ial. It can cause mayhem to 
your home and can be 
avoided by simply having 
your chimney swept regu¬ 
larly.” 

Mr Dhami said that 28 
chimney fires were attended 
in 28 days last January and

the service is keen to avoid a 
similar scenario this time 
around. 

Steve Rowlands, commu¬ 
nity safety manager for 
north Powys, added: “The 
number of chimney fires is 
increasing annually at a 
time when other fire statis¬ 
tics are decreasing, which is 
a worrying trend. 

“We have attended 24 
chimney fires in Powys this 
year, which could have been 
avoided had these chimneys 
and flues been cleaned and 
checked on a regular basis. 

“With the colder, winter 
months looming, people will 
begin to use their open fires 
and chimneys again and we 
are urging all householders 
to take the necessary steps, 
such as ensuring your chim¬ 
ney is swept regularly, the 
frequency of which will 
depend upon what fuel you 
burn. 

“I would also urge people 
to make sure they have a 
working smoke alarm.”

THIS week I checked with the 
Office of Rail Regulation (ORR) 
if there were rules governing the 
number of people allowed on a 
train. 

Surprise, surprise the answer 
I received was “no” which would 
explain why on a Cross Country 
Train service I used last Friday 
there were at least twice as 
many people on board as there 
should have been. 

“The numbers of passengers 
on-board does not affect a train’s 
operating performance or its 
structural integrity. Other trans¬ 
port modes limit passenger num¬ 
bers because of operational 
stability problems,” said a state¬ 
ment. 

Blind eyes are clearly being 
turned to potentially cata¬ 
strophic accidents and loss of 
life. We would see how good this 
“structural integrity” is should 
one of these overcrowded trains 
de-rail. The cost in terms of 
human lives would be incredible. 

If - no when - such an acci¬ 
dent happens politicians will be 
leaping to their feet and calling 
for instant controls on carriage 
numbers. Why are they waiting? 

Surely action must be taken 
now before this ticking time- 
bomb explodes in devastating 
fashion? 

The providers must be given 
stronger guidelines and more 
controls must be put into prac¬ 
tice. 

Why, for instance, were there 
only four carriages on a train 
travelling from Farnborough to 
Manchester on a Friday after¬ 
noon - the busiest time of the 
week? 

People were missing their 
stops because they couldn’t get 
through the crowds of people lin¬ 
ing the carriages in time to get 
off and other passengers simply 
couldn’t find the room to get on. 
Imagine the situation should fire 
break out. 

Passengers with reserved 
seats couldn’t even reach their 
seats that were already occupied 
by people refusing to move. And 
no-one checked my ticket 
between Farnborough and 
Welshpool. 

When I dug a little deeper it 
became obvious that the ORR 
does have a health and safety 
policy, which it chooses to ignore. 

The policy says the ORR will 
safeguard passengers and mem¬ 
bers of the public who may be 
exposed to risks related to the 
operation of guided transport 
systems. 

I would suggest it’s about time 
the Office of Rail Regulation 
started to bare some teeth and 
prosecute the providers. The 
ones not providing the promised 
service. 

I estimate that Cross Country 
Trains probably generated close 
to double the budgeted income 
for the Farnborough-Manchester 
train which would nicely explain 
why they failed to cough up for 
the additional carriages 
required. 

What a way to run a business.

CAN I TAKE MY SON TO LIVE IN AUSTRALIA WITHOUT ASKING HIS FATHER’S PERMISSION? 

Q: I have recently taken over the running of the family company which manufactures and sells components for the farming industry. Having previously spent many 
years managing the manufacturing side of the business, I am unfamiliar with managing the sales side of the business. What issues should I be wary of as potential 
causes of contractual disputes? 

A: The single most important piece of advice is: Ensure that your business has professionally drafted standard terms and conditions of sale and that these apply 
to the contracts with your customers. Without such written terms, and reliable procedures for ensuring the terms apply, you may be left with an oral contract 
between you and your customers, where it will be your word against theirs as to what was agreed (although there may be some letters or emails which may be 
useful evidence). 

An important further consideration if you are selling goods on credit is to ensure that your contract of sale specifies that your business owns the goods until the 
customer has paid in full (often called “retention of title” clauses). These provisions can help you to recover your goods if your customer becomes unable to pay. 
The standard conditions of sale can limit or exclude the Company from certain liabilities. Whilst it is not possible to exclude your Company’s liability for death or 
personal injury arising from your actions or negligence, it is possible to limit or exclude your liability for other losses, and well drafted terms should help to protect 
you from certain claims from your customers which may otherwise prove catastrophic. 

Ensuring that your terms of business fit the needs of your business should minimize the risk to your business and the likelihood of disputes arising. Where such 
disputes are unavoidable, however, you should be well placed to protect the Company’s interests by relying on the standard terms.

We have regular walk to 
school weeks where we have 
themed days and children 
walk dressed in costumes. We 
have organised bicycle and 
scooter training to encourage 
children to travel to school in 
a healthier way. 

We have our Golden Lock 
award which is secretly put 
on a bike during the day and 
the owner of the bike 
receives a prize. We have 
road safety lessons for all 
classes. We have spent money 
on providing storage for 
bikes and scooters. 

Our school is one of a 
small number that has 
received the Gold Travel 
Plan for its work to encour¬ 
age healthy ways to travel to 
school. 

In the spring term we were 
one of a few schools that took 
part in the Sustrans Cycle 
Challenge where we com¬ 
peted against other schools 
by increasing the number of 
pupils riding their bikes to 
school. 

I have liaised with the 
Shropshire councillor, Steve 
Charmley and the Police to 
manage the parking outside 
school. We have asked the 
Police to be present at the 
start and end of each day to 
enforce parking regulations. 

Our Pupil School Council 
has worked hard to map 
where all children live. We 
are trying to set up two extra 
walking buses in Whittington 
so parents have a choice 
where they can drop off their 
children. We want to run 
three every day and train the 
parent leaders. 

As you can see, we are try¬ 
ing our hardest to persuade 
parents to take more consid¬ 
eration when dropping their 
children off at our school. 

We look forward to seeing 
reduced numbers of parents 
driving their children to 
school.

At times due to lack of a 
footpath or one covered in 
hedge cuttings, including 
thorns, I have to use the 
main road, much to the 
annoyance of some drivers 
with their rude and incon¬ 
siderate comments. 

May I also add that scoot¬ 
ers capable of 6mph or more 
(including mine) now have 
to be registered with a dis¬ 
played licence and should be 
driven on the highway (not 
the pavement).

Too many 
sufferers 
do not get

WORRYINGLY, there are 
still too many people in 
Shropshire who are living 
with dementia but have 
never received a diagnosis. 

New figures reveal that 
across England, only 48 per 
cent of people living with 
dementia ever get a diagno¬ 
sis. This is an increase of 
just two per cent on last 
year, despite Government 
efforts to improve this. 

Locally we lag behind 
with just 42 per cent receiv¬ 
ing a diagnosis in Shrop¬ 
shire and 43 per cent in 
Telford & Wrekin.

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Cash deal 
secures 
future of 
town loos 

THE future of the public toi¬ 
lets in Llanfyllin have been 
secured after council chiefs 
agreed to pay towards the 
repair of drains on the site. 

Officials at Powys County 
Council have agreed a deal 
with members of Llanfyllin 
Town Council which will see 
the county council make a 
contribution to drainage 
work. 

A long running row over 
the toilets in the town 
began when the county 
council said it could no 
longer afford to finance its 
public toilets, offering them 
to town councils to take over 
responsibility. 

But while town council¬ 
lors in Llanfyllin said they 
were happy to run the facili¬ 
ties, they were reluctant to 
do so until essential repairs 
to drains were carried out. 

Councillor Peter Lewis, 
town and county councillor 
said that a compromise had 
been reached. “The county 
has agreed to make a contri¬ 
bution and local contractors 
have already been brought 
in to start work,” he said. 

“I am very pleased. I had 
pointed out to the county 
that it would cost as much to 
clean the drains as it would 
to repair them.” 

Councillor Lewis said he 
could not reveal how much 
the contribution from the 
county was worth. 

“Llanfyllin Town Council 
is now going out to tender to 
find a caretaker,” he said. 


Safety measures planned on 
hazardous road near school 


SAFETY measures will be brought in on a “hazardous” road near a 
Gobowen primary school before Christmas, it has been revealed. 

Councillor Claire Wild, Shropshire Council’s cabinet member for highways, said a vehi¬ 
cle activated sign would be put up on St Martins Road in a bid to slow traffic down. 

She said a decision was due to be made tomorrow (Friday) on whether a new pedestrian 
crossing would be installed in spring 2014 after a bid was submitted by local road safety 
campaigners. Councillor Wild made the pledge after meeting campaigners and families at 
the site last week. She described the area - where many of the school’s pupils have to get 

over the road to get to classes - as a 
“particularly dangerous place to 
cross”. 

People living in the area have been 
campaigning for a year to get a new 
pedestrian crossing on St Martins 
Road, and more than 750 have 
signed a petition calling for Shrop¬ 
shire Council to take action. 

Earlier this month 11-year-old 
Oliver Lloyd suffered serious injuries 
after being in collision with a car at 
the spot where the campaigners say 
the crossing should be built. 

Councillor Wild said: “The major¬ 
ity of children have to cross the road 
to get to school and there are 120 of 
them. Under the new speed policy 
they’ve applied for a crossing. 

“Hopefully a decision should be 
made by November 29 and in the 
meantime we are going to get a vehi¬ 
cle activated sign there which will 
hopefully be in place by Christmas, 
because if they qualify for a crossing 
it will be planned for the next finan¬ 
cial year so the earliest it will be 
there is next May. 

“So having a sign there will hope¬ 
fully get people to slow down. 
There’s a lot of concern because it is 
a particularly dangerous place to 
cross.”

Man jailed for 
second attack 
on ex-partner 

A MAN who launched an unprovoked attack on his 
former partner in a Welshpool car park, just days 
after he had been given a suspended sentence for 
the same offence, has been jailed for 36 weeks. 

Jonathon Horan, 26, was told by Judge Rhys 
Rowlands, at Mold Crown Court, that it was an 
“unsavoury incident of street violence”. 

The court heard how Horan, of Stryd y Coleg, 
Newtown, was given a suspended sentence in July 
for an earlier assault on Samantha Warner. But 
within days he had done it again. 

He assaulted both her and her friend after follow¬ 
ing them in Welshpool. 

Horan was given a 20 week sentence after he 
admitted two charges of assault, and a consecutive 16 
weeks for being in breach of a suspended sentence. 
The judge also made a five-year restraining order not 
to approach Miss Warner. 

Mr Mark Connor, for Horan, said his client did not 
oppose a restraining order.

National Grid wants to put about a quar¬ 
ter of the 33-mile line underground through 
the Meifod Valley, near Welshpool. 

Campaigners say they are concerned the 
line, 25 miles of which is likely to be on over¬ 
head on pylons, will decimate the tourism 
industry and damage the countryside.

First up on Waterstones fiction buyer 
Chris White’s list of predictions is Bridget 
Jones: Mad About The Boy by Helen Field¬ 
ing (Jonathan Cape, £18.99), the third Brid¬ 
get book, released 14 years after the last. 
With Darcy gone, our unlikely heroine’s 
now a single mum of two meeting men 
online. 

“Fans of the original books have not been, 
and will not be, disappointed,” promises 
White. 

Next, he suggests two autobiographies - 
Alex Ferguson: My Autobiography (Hodder 
& Stoughton, £25) and Morrissey: Autobiog¬ 
raphy (Penguin Classics, £8.99). 

“It’s the definitive autobiography by the 
man who dominated English and European 
football for over two decades,” says White of 
the former. “It’s the perfect gift for anybody 
with even a passing interest in the beautiful 
game.” 

Smiths frontman Morrissey’s memoir has 
been published as a Penguin Classic, a priv¬ 
ilege normally reserved for elite writers like 
Austen, Darwin and Orwell. 

“This was the most anticipated music 
biography of all time,” says White. “Moz’s 
memoir is everything a fan could hope for - 
and quite a bit more.” 

In fiction, Ian Rankin’s newest crime 
novel Saints Of The Shadow Bible (Orion 
Books, £18.99), featuring the author’s infa¬ 
mous detective John Rebus, is also likely to 
be among the big sellers. 

“It’s Rankin’s best novel for years which, 
given that his are consistently the best 
crime novels going, is quite an accolade,” 
notes White.

The proposal is currently out for public 
consultation. Shropshire Council hopes to 
make a decision by January 3.

Mrs Dewhirst said: “We are still 
needing to raise awareness and I have 
started doing assembly talks to stu¬ 
dents so they become aware, and also 
to make them realise how important it 
is that they learn CPR in school, as this 
reduces the death risk by 50 per cent.” 


Councillors

PARISH councillors want to 
take part in key talks with 
English Heritage over con¬ 
troversial housing plans at 
the foot of Oswestry’s 
ancient Iron Age hillfort.

Independent Boarding and Day School 
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Advice to 
help cut 
costs of 
medicine 

PATIENTS suffering from 
chronic medical conditions 
could save cash with a pre¬ 
scription “season ticket”, 
says an Oswestry pharma¬ 
cist. 

John Gentle, superinten¬ 
dent pharmacist at the 
Pharmacy @ Caxton in 
Oswestry, said it could prove 
much cheaper for people not 
automatically exempt from 
paying for their prescrip¬ 
tions to take advantage of 
the prepayment certificate. 

Currently people with a 
number of conditions, 
including epilepsy and dia¬ 
betes, do not have to pay for 
medicines. 

But those who do not 
come under the exemptions 
have to pay £7.85 for each 
prescription item. 

Mr Gentle said: “The cost 
of medical prescriptions can 
mount up if people need a lot 
of medication. This is espe¬ 
cially so for people with 
chronic medical conditions, 
who may have to have sev¬ 
eral prescriptions a month. 

“Some of them are 
exempt from paying for 
their medicines so don’t 
need to worry about the 
cost. However, a number of 
people, including asthmatics 
who may need to take medi¬ 
cines regularly, are faced 
with regular costs.” 

Mr Gentle said one way 
people can offset some of the 
costs and save money is to 
buy a prescription prepay¬ 
ment certificate. 


Movement centre founder 
steps down after 17 years

down - 17 years after the centre opened. 

Dr Penny Butler, founder of the Movement Centre at Oswestry Orthopaedic 
Hospital, will no longer work directly with children but will remain at the charity 
on a part-time research and teaching basis.

Objection to 
wind turbine 

RIGHTS of way officers have objected to 
plans for a 50ft high wind turbine in the 
Oswestry countryside - over fears it might 
“spook” horses using a nearby bridleway. 

The officers say the building of the 
500kw turbine close to West Felton, which 
would have a tip height of 77 metres, would 
make the bridleway unusable. 

Energy firm York Green Renewables has 
lodged the application with Shropshire 
Council for land at Wigmarsh Poultry Farm 
at Holly Lodge, West Felton. 

But an objection has been made against 
the application by Shropshire Council 
rights of way officer Mat Stephens. 

He says: “The primary danger would be 
from ‘spooking’ which would be specific to 
equestrians but as the proposed turbine 
would be within fall-over distance of the 
right of way there would also be a potential 
danger from structural failure and/or col¬ 
lapse that would have the potential to affect 
all users.” Shropshire Council hopes to 
decide the application by December 20.

“Over 500 children have been helped by 
the Movement Centre through a course of 
targeted training. 

“Children with cerebral palsy have learnt 
to control of their movements enabling 
them to gain essential functional skills such 
as head control, independent sitting, stand¬ 
ing or walking. 

“As an example, four-year-old Corey has 
been having targeted training since May 
last year. When he first came for his assess¬ 
ment, Corey had no head control and his 
head was very tightly tucked into his chest. 

“Corey is now part way through his sec¬ 
ond course and not only has he gained head 
control but he can sit by himself, too. This 
has exceeded all expectations. 

“It was difficult to see Corey’s face before 
and he certainly could not see and commu¬ 
nicate with the world around him. Now he 
is a visibly happy little boy who can look 
around and interact with people in his life.” 

Dr Butler qualified as a chartered phys¬ 
iotherapist in 1973 and worked with the 
orthopaedic hospital for many years, carry¬ 
ing out research via the Institute of 
Orthopaedics. 

Her work led to the formulation of tar¬ 
geted training - a treatment plan for chil¬ 
dren with movement control difficulties 
such as in cerebral palsy.

Paterson 
in battle 
over fire 
stations 

RURAL fire stations must 
not be closed to meet cost¬ 
saving targets, Environment 
Secretary Owen Paterson 
has insisted. 

The North Shropshire MP 
pledged to do all he could to 
save fire stations in Prees, 
Baschurch, Clun and Hod- 
net, which are all facing the 
axe as part of plans to cut 
£1.9m from Shropshire Fire 
and Rescue Service’s budget. 

Mr Paterson said: “The 
thing that’s really bad about 
this is that it will be a major 
degradation on the service all 
around Shropshire. These 
four stations cannot be shut, 
let’s be clear about that. We 
seem to be battling a metro¬ 
politan, urban authority that 
doesn’t understand the serv¬ 
ice in a rural area.” 

John Redmond, chief fire 
officer for Shropshire, said if 
stations or fire engines were 
cut the service in rural areas 
would suffer. He said: “If the 
outcomes of these cuts are 
as dramatic as we think they 
are going to be, we will have 
a worse service. 

“We are acutely aware of 
the depth of feeling here, 
this is not something we are 
taking lightly. Nothing has 
been decided yet, what we’re 
talking about here is an 
impact assessment not a 
consultation on shutting the 
fire station.” 

The service is making cuts 
of £3.2m and has been told it 
must save a further £1.9m 
by 2020.

Family fun at press ball

THEY weren’t gatecrashers, but 
they were certainly a significant 
presence at the Shropshire Press 
Ball of 1953 - they were what you 
might call the “Oswestry contin¬ 
gent”. 

Because quite a few enjoying the rev¬ 
elry on that night of February 13 had 
their roots in the Oswestry printing 
industry. 

And now we can pinpoint at least some 
of them in the crowd thanks to Mrs Sue 
Overy, nee Morgan. Although she was 
herself Shrewsbury born and bred, her 
family background is from Oswestry. 

Incidentally a number of the crowd are 
looking at a spoof newspaper produced 
specially for the night called “The Slop- 
pian”. 

If you look very carefully, you can see 
one of the newspaper sellers, clad in 
black, a little left of centre. 

Sue said: “When I saw the photo I 
thought ‘gosh, that’s my aunt . . . that’s 
my mother . . . that’s my cousin . . . 
that’s my other aunt.’” 

Her cousin Bette Davies is at the bot¬ 
tom of the photo, centre, in what looks 
like a dark cape, and seems to be wearing 
dark gloves. 

“Her father was my mother’s brother. 
She was from Oswestry,and her connec¬ 
tion with the ball was her father, Norman 
Davies,” said Sue. 

“The family come from Oswestry orig¬ 
inally. They were all born in Oswestry.” 

Slightly blurred, Norman Davies is in 
front of her, at the very bottom of the pic¬ 
ture, looking away. 

She added: “He worked for the print¬ 
ing company in Oswestry which pub¬ 
lished the Border Counties Advertizer 
and Mid Week Advertizer. My grandfa¬ 
ther Fred Davies was in charge of the 
print works in Oswestry, Woodall, Min- 
shall, Thomas & Company. Norman 
Davies, his son, worked for over 30 years

on the production side. He was a printer. 
Bette is still alive. She is 81 this year and lives 
in Horsham now. 

“She married a guy called Richard Swan, a 
lecturer at Walford. Although her name was 
Elizabeth she was always called Bette. 

“My mum and dad, and also my uncle and 
aunt, lived in Bishop Street, Shrewsbury. 
Bette worked for the Royal Insurance Com¬ 
pany and in the week she would live with my 
mum and dad and would go back to Oswestry 
at the weekends.” 

Nearest the camera, right of centre, with a 
dark dress with bare arms is Lily Davies, 


Norman’s wife, and behind Lily, and just in 
front of a woman who is looking down read¬ 
ing the paper, is Sue’s mother, Mrs Amy Mor¬ 
gan, nee Davies. 

The tall man behind Bette and wearing 
glasses is Murray Ratcliffe. 

“At the time he was Bette’s boyfriend. He 
was local to Shrewsbury. I think he moved to 
North Wales,” said Mrs Overy. 

Then at the 11 o’clock position in relation 
to Murray, looking down, is Mrs Dorothy 
Davies. “She was ‘Aunty Dot’. She wrote a 
ladies’ column in the Mid Week Advertizer. 
She ran a women’s page and children’s page. 


She lived in Bishop Street,” recalled Sue. She 
said there were two men missing in the 
photo - her father, Ray Morgan, and also Ray 
Davies, husband of Dorothy and brother of 
Amy and Norman. 

“Ray Davies was an associate editor at the 
Advertizer ,” she said. 

Ray died in 1997, aged 88, and his obituary 
said he was editor of the former Shrewsbury 
Advertiser and when this merged with the 
Shrewsbury Chronicle he was editor of the 
Mid Week Chronicle. Five years before he 
died he had lost his leg when he was struck 
by a lorry.

The 2008 
could be affordable answer

JUST a few months after 
being impressed on the 
launch of the Peugeot 2008, I 
took another look and again 
came away with a good feel¬ 
ing about this new arrival. 

On test was the 2008 Feeline 1.6 e-HDi 115 
version and I was so taken with the option I have 
already recommended it to a relative looking to 
buy. 

This 2008 is a real money saving alternative 
for those seeking the assurance of four wheel 
drive performance because it comes completes 
with Peugeot’s superb new “grip control” as 
standard. 

This system optimises traction in poor grip 
conditions and puts this crossover into a differ¬ 
ent league when combined with the 165mm 
ground clearance and advanced traction con¬ 
trol. 

The system works because grip control trans¬ 
fers torque to the tyre with the most grip in a 
scrabbling manner allowing the 2008 to even 
negotiate a ski slope. It comes as standard with 
Allure and Feline trims, or is a £300 extra on 
lower-spec models. 

The SUV crossover currently occupies less 
than seven per cent of the European B-segment 
but this is just the type of vehicle to see sales 
spiral upwards.

The challenge to all producers in this sector 
is to provide something distinctive and Peugeot 
have got things just right. Not only does the 
2008 have the cutting edge with the new “grip” 
system but it also has winning looks too. 

Inside Peugot has developed a new look too 
with the fascia capping covered in a silky mate¬ 
rial and a brilliant aircraft style handbrake situ¬ 
ated close to the easy-to-handle grip control 
system. 

The 2008 shares 67 per cent of its underbody 
with the 208 hatchback but has longer body 
overhangs. It’s 200mm longer, 96mm taller and 
25mm as well as 162mm more ground clear¬ 
ance. If you are a driver needing lots of rear 
room then the 2008 should be on your radar. 


While the rear seating isn’t the most comfortable 
in the sector everything folds completely flat to 
offer 1,194 litres of space. 

Standard 

All versions get ESP as well as anti-skid, sta¬ 
bility control, emergency braking and electronic 
brakeforce distribution. All round air bags are 
standard. 

There are four badge levels, Access, Active, 
Allure and Feline, a choice of eight colours and 
a comprehensive range of petrol, diesel and e- 
HDi engines. 

The 1.6e-HDi 115 Feline had a top speed of 
117mph and 0-62mph in 10.4 seconds and a 
stop-start system. 


Running costs are low, emissions are impres¬ 
sive at just 106g/km and there are remarkable 
fuel consumption figures of 70.6mpg on the 
combined cycle. 

Many models in the B-sector demonstrate a 
lot of body roll on the open road and the Peu¬ 
geot is no exception but things weren’t as bad 
as expected. 

For a crossover the 2008 was actually fun to 
drive with a comfortable driving position and 
plenty of steering wheel height and reach adjust¬ 
ment. 

For those needing the security of being able 
to cope with the snow or tricky conditions with¬ 
out the cost of four wheel drive this Peugeot may 
be the answer.
